mediately. Wholesale orders can be shipped either Parcel Post or Express, 
F.O.B. Parcel Post in many cases is the cheapest. 


If your order contains both wholesale and retail items, unless you give 
instructions to the contrary we will ship them together F.O.B. and include 
enough extra count or extras to more than offset the carrying charges on the 
retail items. 


GUARANTEE 


We guarantee all bulbs and bulblets purchased from us to be true to 
name, full size, and free of disease and insects upon receipt. We will replace 
stock or refund purchase price, on any bulbs or bulblets purchased from us, 
that do not meet above guarantee, that are returned to us within two weeks. 
We do not guarantee bulblets to grow, nor the crop you harvest, as soil dis- 
eases, dips, sprays, etc., used, puts this beyond our control. 


Our bulbs are state certified, inspected in field and storage. 


SIZE OF BULBS 
Large Bulbs are 114” in diameter or more, and give the largest spikes. 


Medium Bulbs are 34” to 114” in diameter. These bloom excellently, 
often as well as large, but somewhat later. 


Small Bulbs average 2” in diameter and often bloom, but with smaller 
spike. 
Bulblets — The little hard shelled cormlets from which bulbs are grown.
